Strangely enough, I was associated with 
Whitfield Bell several years ago also when I lent him material which 
had not then been published on Henry Stevens who secured the Benjamin 
Franklin papers in London in the middle of the 19th Century,

In answer to your question about the Revere printed Massachusetts ^ 
paper currency with the figure of a man with a sword on the back^I^'^^ 
have the following; A 2 shilling bill dated 18th of August 1775 and 
a 1 shilling six penny bill dated December 7, 1775,"^ According to 
Brigham, the Pine Tree issues also were Reveres and I have a 4 penny 
note of October 16, 1778 and a 5 shilling note of December 1, 1779, 

I am sure you have checked the fine collection of these notes in the 
Conn, Historical Society, I mounted them for the Society last year 
and suspect that you may have worked with them this summer.
